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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments were not deemed 
persuasive. Applicant's principle argument concerns the claimed transfer ticket. The applicant contends that the claimed transfer ticket is 
not equivalent to SID taught by the Levergood prior art. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Levergood teaches the use of an SID 
(session identifier), the SID is used to identify the merchant's service (such as a file) requested by the client Qust like the claimed transfer 
ticket). The SID does not have to be bound to the client's address (just as the claimed transfer ticket need not be bound to the client's 
address) because it can comprise a telephone number or other identifier; see column 9, lines 7-20. The applicant contends that the 
telephone number is unrelated to the SID, the examiner disagrees. Levergood teaches within column 9, lines 7-20 that telephone numbers 
or other identifiers can be used to access the merchant services (a.k.a. serve as the SID). Therefore the examiner maintains the rejection.
